Its drab war colors replaced with conspicuous commercial hues, the 
surplus World War II landing craft moved slowly toward the soft sand 


beach at Barcadera. With a mech 


anical groan, the LSM’s cavernous 


mouth dropped open with a crocodile-like motion as the shallow-draft 


vessel forced its bow on the beach 
shrapnel, the May 30 scene contained 
much of the action and drama that 


took place on South Pacific atolls 
eighteen years ago when U. S. Mar- 
ines invaded Japanese strongholds.

ibility of a landing craft so that 
heavy equipment could be deposited 
safely on the beach near the site 
of the Antilles Chemical Company. 
Instead of tanks and guns, the pow- 
erful vi 21 was carrying the most 
critical vessel for the new chemical 
plant an ammonia converter that 


weighed in at 120 tons 
Water Route 


Too heavy to be transported from 
Oranjestad Harbor via the main high- 
way, the converter was secured to a 
specially-rigged low-boy trailer out- 
fit which rested on the 
craft's deck. With a draft 
five feet, the LSM (landing ship 
medium) was the only conceivable 
means of depositing the forty-two- 
wheeled rig on the Barcadera beach. 
After beaching itself, the LSM drop- 
ped its bow which became a sturdy 
unloading platform. In this manner,

High Pressure 


The converter, just fifty-four feet 
tall with a shell diameter of about 
five and one-half feet, is a mass of 
ecncentrated weight because its nor- 
mal shell thickness is wound with 
steel strips to contain a working 
pressure of 5400 pounds a square 
inch. 

Manufactured by Phoenix-Rhein- 
rohr, a German firm, the converter 
was transported from Amsterdam on 
the freighter Pericles. The landing 
craft, the Inagua Wave, 
petched from Miami, Florida, May 
24. Both arrived off Oranjestad the 
same day. 

Owned by the West India Ship- 
ping Company, the landing craft is 
one of several in the company’s 
fleet. Its flat bottom, though, is not

Statistics Presented 


To emphasize the need, L. D. 
Dittle, head of Lago’s Training Div- 
ision, presented statistics that show- 
ed Lago’s ten-year requirements for 
Antillian university graduates in 
engineer- 
ing, accountancy, industrial manage- 
ment, law, economics and liberal arts. 
Mr. Dittle pointed out that the Lago 
Scholarship Foundation has assisted 


|149 students. This is in addition to 


a government scholarship program. 
The need for professional capabili- 
ties still exists, however, since most 
pursue non-mathematical 
and non-science courses. 

According to the educators, the 
problem of advance study originates 
at approximately the eighth grade 
level when the student begins form- 
ulating his decision to follow either 
the A or the B curriculum. The B 
© culum stresses mathematics and 
sciences and prepares the student for 
the professional type university 
study. It is the harder of the two 
curricula, The easier, and accord- 
ingly, the most popular is the A cur- 
riculum. This is the course of study

|assignments. It was an informal meeting suggested by Lago to solicit 


work. The present A to B student 
ratio in Aruba is 6 to 1. This reflects 
past island needs for personnel with 
A training, particularly in govern- 
ment ranks. As Deputy of Education 
Frans Wernet pointed out, employ- 
ment opportunities for persons of A 
training no longer exist in large 
proportion. He noted that presently 
250 MULO A graduates are without 
employment. 

The group resolved that the prob- 
lem was to reach the able student 
before he decided to choose the A 
curriculum. Aspects of academic pre- 
paration which would enable the 
student to enter Holland's top uni- 
versities and best prepare him for 


the arduous tasks of a university 
student were also discussed. One 
educator, sounding an _ optimistic 


note, felt that there were some stu- 
dents who, with a little encourage- 
ment and attention, would enter and 
succeed in the B curriculum. 

It was the consensus of the educa- 
tors that many factors contribute to 
the evident lack of interest in the B 
curriculum and continued studies in 
the professional fields.

Calendar Contest Judges 
Must Pick Twelve Slides 
From Nearly 600 Entries 


A noticeable amount of eyestrain 
is evident among the Public Rela- 
| tions Department staff members who 
{are currently judging entries sub- 
| mitted in the 1963 Lago family cal- 
endar contest. 

When the deadline for entering 
color transparencies rolled around 
|May 31, there were 594 color slides 
submitted by Lago employees. From 
these the judges must select the 
twelve best for the popular calendar.

It's the final selection of twelve 
from scores of slides still in the com- 
petition that poses the most diffi- 
culties for the judges. At this point, 
more than ever, exposure, focus, sub- 
ject matter, composition, color bal- 
ance and reproduction qualities are 
carefully scrutinized with the criti- 
cal thought of selecting a calendar 
that has variety, interest, pleasing 
color and subject matter and is re- 
presentative of Aruba’s many facets 
— the people, places and things that 
give the island identity. 

Judges hope to announce contest 
winners in early July, These winners 
will receive Fls. 100 for each of their 
slides the judges accept. 
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The Supreme Sacrifice 


It was only fitting that the speaker at the Memorial Day ceremonies 
May 30 made it clear that tribute was being paid symbolically to all 
soldiers who gave their lives for liberty. 

Although the original purpose of the remembrance day was to 
decorate the graves of Civil War dead — Memorial Day was inaugur- 
ated in 1868 by General John A. Logan — harsh fights for freedom in 
this century have indebted Americans to thousands of warriors from 
other lands who gave their lives in defense of right and freedom. 

Defenders of freedom from the low countries, France, Norway and 
Denmark fell in uniforms of various U.S. military forces after fleeing 
their Nazi-dominated homelands. In the Far East and Pacific, the U.S. 
uniform was worn with pride by many displaced fighting men of sev- 
eral nationalities. Life and freedom were as precious to them as to 
U.S. native sons, Death, though, was indiscriminate. That is why 
Americans feel that it is fitting on Memorial Day to pay tribute to ail 
those from all lands who gave their lives that the principles and ideals 
that make up a free society be kept alive and perpetuated throughout 
the world. 

With this introductory tone, the speaker, Legionnaire G. J. Cveja- 
novich, had set the stage for two searching questions. What is it 
that was within the spirits and minds of these men that they gave 
their lives? Why is it that in times of great crisis men have to redis- 
cover what it is they live by?” 

"He who can answer that understands without further comment the 
issues we face today, not only for the United States but for the whole 
world,” he said. 

He went on to describe paradoxes that appear to make up the char- 
acter of the United States. These paradoxes are the result of granting 
the maximum liberties to the individual in the belief that the individual 
stands above the state, the speaker declared. "But the true greatness 
can be measured in terms of the country’s major achievement — the 
welding together of an infinite variety of racial, cultural, economic 
and geographic components that make up the United States. Thus the 
United States has the right to believe that the world can be organized 
around the ideas of freedom and equality — and above all the dignity 
of man — because, in reality, it has organized a continent around 
them, a continent peopled mainly by foreigners from every land.” 

"The Ten Commandments,” he said, ’’are as valid today as they were 
on Mount Sinai only are more difficult to apply.” 

It should be the objective of all civilized societies to seek fulfillment 
in the ideas found in the preamble of the Constitution of the United 
States, which reads: ’'To form a more perfect union, establish justice, 
ensure domestic tranquility, provide for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare and secure the blessings of liberty for ourselves 
and our posterity.” 

For such ideals and principles, many freedom lovers from many 
freedom-loving lands have died in global conflicts. Theirs has been 
the supreme sacrifice.

the most suitable for plying Caribbean waters. 

The forty-two wheel rig intended to distri- 
bute the heavy converter load over the beach’s 
soft sand came with the LSM. From the Per- 
icles, the converter was moved to the Inagua Wave 
by the Pericles’ heavy-duty boom which has a 
forty-foot reach. Secured to the low-boy rig, the 
converter was transported from the Oranjestad 
Harbor dock to Barcadera in less than an hour, A 
bulldozer had compacted the beach sand at the un- 
loading point which enabled the tractor-trailer to 
move off under its own power with slight assis- 
tance from a heavy-duty crane 

Although Barcadera harbor has been dredged to 
a depth of thirty-five feet, dock construction has 
yet to begin, Landing craft have been used several 
times by the contractor, CONFAB, Aruba, to bring 
equipment to the beach. 

In the converter, a catalyst reaction and high 
pressure convert a feed mixture of hydrogen and 
nitrogen into ammonia. In addition to the catal- 
ytic reaction, there is a heat exchange of un- 
reacted feed stock with reacted product, Because a 
vessel of this size is too big for forging, steel 
strip windings had to be incorporated in the des- 
ign to confine the extremely high pressure, The 
windings are an extension of the principle used in 
fabricating wire-wound cannon barrels, The con- 
verter is also the first strip-wound vessel to be 
erected in Aruba
